WHITE HOUSE ETIQUETTE. 


Suggestions From Col. Ingersoll in the 
Nature of Refurm. 
Washington Special to Chicago Tribune. 


‘‘The President, they say, slept in the 
White House last night for the first time. It 
is a horrid, cheerless old barrack,’’ said Col. 
Ingersoll to-day to a party of friends. “The * 


President ougbt to have a home for his fami- | 


lv likeany otherman. He is as much en- 
titled to his privacy as any other American 
citizen. The Government ought to give him 
a house, and the custom shouid be establish- 


ed and waintained that nobody should go to | 


that house unless he was askedtogo. The 
President should use the White House as his 
office. and should go ‘there regulariy and do 
bis official business; and there should be 
more system in the transaction of the White 
House business than there has been. The 
President ought not to be so accessible. 
There should be a Private Secretary who 
should be a man capable of saying No! and 
the President ought not to see everybody 
about petiy offices. If he should arrange 
the business of the Executive on a proper 
system, the President of the United States 
might have six hours a day for play; but if 
the old system is maintained, he will have 
nothing but turmoil and trouble from the 
first to the last day of his administration. It 
should be considered polite for the Presi- 
dent of the United States to receive people 
in their order, and to tell them Yes or No, 
and then to ask them to pass on. He ought 
not to be compelled to talk over the pofitical 
situation every day with the American citi- 
zen from Gi!ligan’s Mills. There are too 
mary of those mills in this country—there 
is not enough of the President to go around. 
And. as tothe great offices of the country, 
he ought to select a cabinet to make ap- 
pointments, and give them instructions to 
consult the local pelitical sentiment, so far 
as is possible, and not to trouble the Execu- 
tive. The Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue, for instance, should be held responsible 
for collecting the internal revenue; and, if 
he got a bad man in office, it would be his 
fault, and he should be held accountable for 
it. The President ought to be able to say to 
all comers with respect to internal revenue 
appolntments, that he was not collecting the 
revenue; that was not his business; that it 
was the business of the Commissioner of Ia- 
ternal Revenue; and that that officer is the 
proper person to apply to.” 

‘*But how would you manage the politi- 
cians?”’ a bystauder asked. 

‘*T should give the Senators and Represen- 
tatives in the Republican States certain of- 
fices, and, if they made bad selections, it 
would be. a matter which they would have to 
settle with’their constituents; but the main 
principle Should be observed, that the Cabi- 
net officers are responsible for the duties of 
their departments. And there should be 
clerical force enough at the White House, 
too, toarswer every letter that is received. 
The writer should be told where bis letter 
has gone, if it has been referred, and should 
be informed immediately that his request 
csnnot be granted, ifthere is nointention of 
giving him favorable consideration. There 
ought to be decisions in these matters. The 
applicant who was refused would get mal 
in the first instance, of course, but he would 
not be balf as mad as he would to wait for 
six months and then be refused. 

“There is another kind of business that 
ought to be discontinued about tbe White 
House—thatis, these receptions. They are 
ahumbng. They are an imitation of mon- 
arcby. They simply convert the President

Sad Fate of a Criminal’s Family.

The readers af the Times will remember 
that during the Platte City fair last fall the 
details of a terrible stabbing affray were 
published.

Within the last three days a telegram was re- 
ceived in this city by Mr. Shackleford an- 
nouncing the death of Miss Nettie Snell. the | 
last but one of the family of one blood. It 
was ascertained yesterday afternoon thata 
seven-year-old half-brother of Clay Snell, 
Thomas Standiford, is not expected to live. 
Ciay Snell, who is the onlysurvivor ofthe un- 
fortunate family, is now in jail at Piatte City, 
awWalting trial for the murder of Andrews.

Letter in Chicago Inter-Ocean. 

I must mention the Woman’s Exchange 
here, which is now accepted as an establish- 
ed success. Only three years old, and 
starting with but ten consignors, it now has 
2,250. The sales this year amount to $26.- 
530,87, an increase of $5,000 over last year. 
Witb all expenses paid, aud without debt, 
$6,000 has been put inthe bank toward the 
building fund, and, encouraged by the ex- 
ample of the parent society, nine others have 
been started in different cities.

Another instance is found in an Evglixh 
lady reduced by misfortune to poverty, who 
supplies all orders for English plum-pud- 
ding, and dresses herself from the proceeds. 
There are very few women in the world de- 
prived of the gift of doing some onething 
well; and, whether it consists, of making 
good gingerbread, a set of baby clothes, 
painting a screen, or carving a piano, she 
cau find an opportunity to make profitable 
use of it here. 


Close of the Electrical Exhibition. 
Paris Dispatch ‘o London Daily Telegraph. 


The Electrical Exhibition, which finally 
closed its doors last nighr, is estimated to 
bave produced anet profit of £16,000, and 
Messrs. Siemens’ tramway, runuing from 
the building to the Place de in Concorde, has 
conveyed no fewer than 84,000 passengers dur- 
ing the three months it has beenrunning. An 
immense crowd besieged the Palais de l’In- 
dustrie yesterday, admission being free.

A New Road Building From Decatur 
to St. Louis.

Pashing a New Line to New Orleans— 
General News. 


To-day is the date fixed for the meeting of 
the general passenger agents at the Pacific 
Hotel in Chicago for the purpose of sup- 
pressing the payment of cummissions to 
Almost a hundred and fifty 
roads will be represented, and only halfa 
dozen lines are known to be opposed 
to the movement. Among the latter 
are the Erie, Grand Trunk, New York, Penn- 
syivania and Ohio, and the Rock Island. 
This difference of opinion will, itis thought, 
make naught the werk of the convention, 


although it may be attempted to force a revo- 
lution through ordering the tickets of non- 
conforming roads off saie until they came 
into the combination. The lay reader will 
understand that the commission trouble has 
been growing largely of late and has become 
a serious drain upon the revenue of all 
the roads. Ticket agents of course 
work on salary for their own 
roads, but each officer keeps the 
tickets of other reads on sale, and as 
agents are only human,in spite of the fre- 
quently expressed belief tothe contrary, they 
ure naturaliy more enthusiastic over the vir- 
tues and excellencies of a commistion-paying 
route than upon one which declines to tempt 
the cupidity of the agent. 

The Chicago Bureau of Freight Inspection, 
recently established by the Western roads, 
has issued acircular of instruction to local 
freight agentg, which will affect St. Louis 
freizht. Thecircular reads: 

Ourattention having been called to the 
growing practice ef shippers in misrepre- 
senting the contents of packages for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a lower classification than 
would otberwise be charged, you are hereby 
instructed to use every effurt to arrive at 
the actuai contents of all packages offered 
you for shipment and properly ciassify and 
rate the same. 

Tothis end you are arthorized and direct- 
ed, Whenever you have reason to believe the 
contents of packsges are not correctly stated 
on shipping tickets, to open the same, and if 
found to contain any property the classifica- 
tion and rate upon which is higher than 
stated on the dray ticket,to charge the prop- 
errate therefore,and in case the packages 
contain property of different classification, 
to charge the classification and rate of the 
highest classified article in said package or 
packages, 

In all cases where the centents of packages 
are found to be misrepresented receiving 
clerks will change the shipping ticket so as 
to describe the contents as found. 

A record will be kept by you of all pack- 
ages the contents of which are found to have 
been misrepresented, such record to show 
date, shipper, consignee and destization,uand 
a full description of the property as described 
by the shipping ticket as cuanged by you. 

When it becomes necessary under these in- 
structions toopen these packaves. receiving 
clerks must be given to unders'and that they 
must be in position to testify under oath if 
necessary that the contents of packages have 
not been disturbed, and that such packages 
leave your station containing all the property 
they contained when delivered, andin like 
condition. These. instructions will apply 
wike to local shipments and to property re- 
ceived from connecting lines. 

For the purpose of carrying out and mak- 
ing more efficacious these instructions, the 
undersigned have established an ‘‘Inspec- 
tion Bureau,” with Mr. J. R. Wheeler as 
Chief Inspector. Mr. Wheeler will employ 
such’ deputy inspectors as he may find ne- 
cessary forthe proper supervision of your 
station, and you willfully co-operate with 
ue in carrying out these instructions. 

r. J. W. Midgely, Commissioner of the 
Southwestern MRuilway Association, has 
just issued the following circular: 
‘*Ata meeting of the directors of the Ind‘ana, 
Bloomington and Western Railroad, held yves- 
terday in Chicago, it was determined to ex- 
tend the Indianapolis, Decatur and Spring- 
fiela road, just acquired by lease, from 
Decatur to St. Louis.

He gelected ninety-one beautify) 
young animals, Short-bhorns and Devons, and 
with these ne will vaccinate the other 916 he 
has already. A statement has been published 
that the same heifers were revaccinated many 
times. This isga mistuke. Toe animal bay- 
ing once been v»ccinated is thereafter imper- 
Viveus tothe tnfluence, like a human sup- 
ject. The Fond du Lac farm ts one of the 
o'dest and most extensive for the purpose 
inthe world. To show the production it is 
only necessary to state that Dr. Griffin has 
di-po-ed of between 60,000 and 70.000 poin's 
within the last three uays.

Alexandria Cor. Loadon T: mes. 


The count y is much disquieted by the last 
news from Mecca. The cholera, which had 
almost di-apyeared from among the pilzrims, 
has suddenly leaped into dangerous activity. 
From eigh’ a day the mortal'ty has risen to 
fifty, and 150, and finally 250 a day. . Tne pil- 
grimage is over, andthe prigrims, 70,000 in 
number, are already on their wav to the sea, 
whence they will disperse to a}) parts of the 
world. Six thousand of them ar Egypti iD, 
and there are thouxands more whore destina- 
tion is either Turkev, Axia Minor, Syria, or 
the African coast. The quarantine suthori- 
ties here, an irrernational body, at 
first thought it best to order the 
total repulsion of pilgrims from our coast. 
The Jmpossibility of executing such a meas- 
ure made them finaily decide on the imposi- 
tion of a series of quarautine periods on the 
eastern coast of the Red Sea—fifteen days at 
the station El] Wej, ten days at Tor and 
finally three days’ observation at Moses? 
wells, near Suez. The maintenance of areal 
quarantine will depend on the soldiers: te lit 
off to form the various cordons, and people 
rather gloomily shake their heads and axk 
what autnority exists in the country which 
can make the eoidiers perform a dull, dis. 
agreeabe duty. However, thereis a moré 
cheerful side of the matter. Those who 
know tne country well have not much fear 
of any severe outbreak of cholera. In the 
first place the winter iscoming and cholera 
has never come to Egypt, save in spring or 
summer. It is sixteen years since ft 
last visited us, and then it esme for 
& month in the heart of summer. The 
Nile was low; the country had «uffered from 
a cattie plague that had slain 801.000 bead of 
me ae a we had ge left uoburied 

cen Cast into the canals: the people wer 
badly fed. Now the Nile 1s sebieies. the 
weather is cool, the country is prosperous, 
the people are well off, the public health is 
exceptionally good. The death-rate of Alex- 
andria last week was considerably below thut 
of London. It must also be mentioned that 
this recent increase in the death-rate at 
Mecca followed the day when all the pi'grims 
climb Mount Ararat and each Siays bis sheep 
in memory of the «acrifice. This wouid be 
done witbout avy bygienic restrict:ons, the 
bodies would rot and tbe air fora time 
would be charged witb foul smelis. But 
such a dang: r is only temporary. All things 
considered,there is no great cause for alarm.

He iooked uypon himself as representative 
and national, as,indeed, he was; be regurded 
his work a8 a universal possession, and he 
determioed to do nothing that for lack of 
patos should prove unwortby of his func- 
tion. If he stined it was unadvisedly and 
unconscivusly; if he failed it was because 
he knew no better.

Dinners of the German Kmperor. 
From the Am ‘rican Register of Paris 

After the frequent notices we read in the 
papers of dinners atthe Emperor’s palace, 
aad tables laid for twenty or more covers, it 
may not be uninteresting to learn something 
about the Einperor’stabie ingeneral. Em- 
peror William is in the habit of taking, 
about 7:30 a. m., a simple coffee with a large 
aliowance of milk aad a oouple of small 
breads without butter. At 1 o’eicck p. m. 
the second breaksist (lunch) is served, al- 
ternately cold orw.rm. The dinner takes 
place reguiarly at 5 o’clock. Ifthe Emperor 
bas one or two guests the table is simply 
se¢Lin the lower apartments of the palace, 
the menu remaiving the same which 
be is wont to order for himself, consisting of 
f.ur or five coursesa,which the chef de cuisine 
subwits early in the mornivg and the Em- 
peror approves, If the dinner is a large one 
the table is laid in the upper avartments. 
The invitations are given by the Emperor at 
an early hour, the arrangement of seats be- 
ing then and there discussed with the Court 
Murshals. The invited guests receive their 
host in asalvon adjoining|the dining-room, 
where the latter salutes, und after a conver 
sation of ten or fifteen minutes precedes 
them to the table. The Emperor takes light 
claret or Moseile with soda-water, 9'd coffee 
only occe-ionally after lirge diun+ rte A cup 
of tea, Witten! cake PF read, afte: tue thea- 
ter, Conci. des jhe fruga’ repasts of the day.
